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(54) RESIN BOND SUPER ABRASIVE GRAIN GRINDING STONE 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To uniformly disperse abrasive grains through a resin layer 
and to improve adhesion between a metallic coating layer of abrasive 



grains and a resin bond by collecting and pressure-baking particles* with 
which the resin layer is covered, on the outer surface of the abrasive 
grain. 

CONSTITUTION: Particle 21 with which a resin layer 20 is covered are 
collected and pressure-baked on the outer surface of an abrasive grain 
1 1 . Since, when grinding is effected by using a resin bond super abrasive 
grain grinding stone, abrasive grains 11. e.g. CBN, are collected through 
a resin body located on the outer surface of the abrasive grain, the 
abrasive grains 11 are uniformly dispersed. Further, a contact force 
between the resin bond and a metallic covering layer 12, e.g. Ni, is 
improved, a load exerted on the abrasive grain 11. e.g. a CBN grain, 
during grinding is uniformized to prevent the occurrence of one-sided 
wear. Surface coarseness of a machined surface is also uniformized, the- 
drop of the abrasive grains 1 1 is suppressed, and wear resistance is also 
improved. 
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
